Dream Of Uniting 
Arab World Ends 


CAIRO (AP) — Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, 
the 
most 
important 
Arab statesman to emerge in 
modern times, died with his 
dream of uniting the Arab world 
behind him unfulfilled. 
He wrote cf his dream and led 
summit conferences to achieve 
it, yet his actions repeatedly 
drove quarreling Arab factions 
farther apart. 
His 
struggle 
to 
bring 
his 
brand of revolutionary social­ 
ism to Egypt and its neighbors, 
coupled with his determination 
to destroy Israel, brought the 
world to the verge of war. 
Alite In Agreement 
The day before he died, he 
had shepherded an agreement 
between Jordan’s King Hussein 
and Arab guerrilla leader Yasir 
Arafat to end Jordan’s bloody 
civil war—a conflict that threat­ 
ened international intervention. 
But even then, the agreement 
encouraged the guerrillas to in­ 
crease cheir war against Israel 
despite a cease-fire with Israel 
that Nasser and Hussein had 
signed in August.

WASHINGTON (AP)-O fficials 
say South Vietnam’s Vice Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Cao Ky is being

same time, his country was 
bankrupt from 20 years of bat­ 
tling Israel. 
Nasser was the first to sign 
the 
U.S.-sponsored 
cease-fire 
that went into effect in August, 
but before the ink was dry Is­ 
rael accused Egypt of violating 
the agreement by moving Soviet 
missiles 
into the Suez Canal 
truce zone. 


No Peace Wiith Israel 


Peace with Israel would have 
been virtually an unknown thing 
to Nasser. 
It was the Arab-Israeli war of 
1948 that led Nasser to plot the 
downfall of Egypt’s King Fa- 
rouk. 
Nasser, who risked a 
court m artial to go to the battle­ 
field, was so incensed at the in­ 
competence 
of 
the 
Egyptian 
army and its miserable equip­ 
ment, that he and other officers 
created their “Free Officers” 
movement against the throne. 
In 1952, the young officers 
moved in and Farouk was out. 
Gen. Mohammed Naguib, an old 
soldier, was named prime min­ 
ister. Nasser lived in a modest 
bungalow with his wife, two 
daughters and three sons, work­ 
ing 20 hours a day to rebuild 
Egypt according to his revolu­ 
tionary pattern. 


Took Over In 1954

1954,

pushed Naguib out and took 
over the premiership, still only 
36 yeais old and confident. 
That confidence was shattered 
a year later when the Israelis 
swept across the Gaza strip, 
whipping the Egyptians sound­ 
ly.

Arab Leader

PARIS (AP) — Experts on 
the Middle East predict a strug­ 
gle in Egypt to to succeed Presi­ 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser, and 
some diplomats forecast a So­ 
viet move to install a pro-Rus­ 
sian as his successor. 
The uncertainty of the situa­ 
tion was summed up today by 
one official who said: “Nobody 
is going to know what’s happen­ 
ing until somebody reads the 
will.” 
Arab, Israeli and Western dip­ 
lomats in Paris agreed, howev­ 
er, t!.at Vice President Anwar 
Sadat, one of the original mem­ 
bers of Nasser’s 1952 junta and 
now 
provisional 
president 
of 
Egypt, would not emerge as 
Nasser’s successor. 
An Israeli Embassy official 
predicted that members of the 
right-wing Muslim Brotherhood, 
holdovers from what the diplo­ 
m at 
called 
the old 
military 
class, would move to establish a 
claim on Egyptian leadership. 
He did not rule out violence on 
the brotherhood’s part. 
An Egyptian, however, dis­ 
counted 
the 
strength of 
the 
brotherhood in Egypt and men­ 
tioned the possibility of a bid for 
power by Ali Sabrv, a Moscow 
protege. Sabry heads the Arab 
Socialist Union, 
Egypt’s 
only 
party, and directs the country’s 
civil defense militia. 
The Egyptian’s reaction was 
seconded by senior Western dip­ 
lomats in the French capital. 
They said the Russians would 
be forced to move to protect 
their military and political in­ 
vestment in Egypt. 
This feeling was strengthened 
by the news that Soviet Premier 
Alexei N. Kosygin would attend 
Nasser’s funeral. 
On

whole, 
Westerners 
agreed that Nasser’s death was 
a blow to Russian objectives in 
the region: Nasser was by far 
the principal Arab figure and 
had tied himself to Soviet poli­ 
cy.

An Arab truce team today 
monitored the cease-fire in Jor­ 
dan between government troops 
and Palestinian guerrillas that 
was worked out by Egyptian 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser. 
The peace force of IOO officers 
from Egypt, Sudan, Saudi Ara­ 
bia, Tunisia and Kuwait arrived 
Monday in Amman, 
Jordan’s 
capital, and immediately set up 
truce observation posts. Shoot­ 
ing stopped there at dawn and 
inhabitants 
poured 
into 
the 
streets in desperate searches 
for food and water. There were 
no new reports of fighting as the 
Arab world mourned Nasser’s 
death Monday in Cairo. 
King Hussein of Jordan called 
Nsser “ my brother” in a cable 
and said the Egyptian president 
was 
“admired by the whole 
world all his life.” 
“ Nasser’s last efforts were to 
heal Jordan’s wounds during its 
last ordeal . . .” the cable said, 
“but the wounds incurred by his 
loss will never heal.” 
The 
cease-fire 
agreement, 
signed Sunday in Cairo by Hus­ 
sein and Yasir Arafat of the 
Palestinian guerrilla command 
brought a halt to Jordan’s 11- 
day civil war.

Fawzi, commander in chief of 
Egypt’s armed forces. 
Nasser accepted the U.S. plan 
for a cease-fire in the conflict 
with Israel and his last official 
act was to obtain a truce in the 
bloody Jordanian civil war. 
President Nixon was reported 
to believe Nasser’s death will 
shelve the U.S.

peace initiative, at least for sev­ 
eral months. The thinking is 
that the new Egyptian leader 
must take a harder line toward 
Israel.

BEIRUT (AP) — One of Ga­ 
mal Abdel Nasser’s most loyal 
followers will be Egypt’s leader 
for the next 60 days. 
Vice President Anwar Sadat, 
one of the “Free Officers” who 
joined Nasser in 1952 to over­ 
throw King Farouk, took over 
Monday as interim head of state 
under the provisions of Egypt’s 
1964 constitution.

Nasser's Death 
Likely To Slow 
Peace Initative 


ABOARD THE U.S.S. SARA­ 
TOGA (AP) — President Nixon

And no new leader could be 
expected to be able to launch 
his regime by making peace 
with Israel.

ABOARD THE U.S.S. SARA­ 
TOGA (AP) — President Nixon 
stressed “power for peace” in a 
speech to men of the U.S. 6th 
Fleet today, but silenced the 
guns out of respect to the late 
Egyptian President Gamal Ab­ 
del Nasser. 
In a broadcast to the fleet 
from this aircraft carrier in the 
Mediterranean and referring to 
the U S. Army, Navy and Air 
Force, Nixon said: 
“ I salute you as the peace 
forces of the United States of 
America.” 
He also told the men they 
were the “peace forces of the 
world.” 
The President said the “pow­ 
er and mobility of the 6th Fleet” 
in this period of danger and ten­ 
sion in the Middle 
E ast have 
been “indispensible in keeping 
peace.” 
Nixon conferred earlier with 
his top advisers about the death 
of Nasser and its effect on the 
Middle East, United States and 
the rest of the world. 
After spending the night on 
the aircraft carrier Saratoga, 
which is cruising in the Mediter­ 
ranean with the U.S. 6th Fleet,

Impact Of Nasser's Death 
Seen As Trouble For U.S.

It will be a long time before 
the full impact of Gamal Abdel 
Nasser’s death can be calculate 
eld, but it seems likely that it 
will release a vast torrent of 
emotion amang a highly emo­ 
tional and volatile people, and 
there is a good chance that this 
outburst will turn itself against 
the United States and the West. 
Plenty Of Reasons 
The reasons 
are 
manifold. 
First, the Arabs will have a 
shocking sense of loss, a loss 
that cannot possibly be made 
up. As a leader Nasser is irre­ 
placeable, and there is no sign 
of anyone on the horizon who 
can match his appeal. 
Second, the Arabs are already 
in a highly nervous state over 
the situation in the Middle East, 
which has just witnessed the 


spectacle of Arabs slaughtering 
brother Arabs in Jordan’s con­ 
fusing and bloody civil war. 
Most Arabs blame that develop­ 
ment on the West, on “ imperial­ 
ism,” and particularly on the 
United States. Militant Arabs, 
seeking the destruction of Is­ 
rael, look upon Hussein as a tool 
of the Americans and upon his 
throne as a creation of British 
colonialism. 
Mood Is Ugly 
Third, the mood of the mili­ 
tant Arabs has been ugly since 
the 1967 war, when Nasser was 
humiliated 
by 
Israel. 
That 
memory is now likely to flood 
back and increase the bitter­ 
ness. 
Fourth, the Arabs—at least 
the many Arabs who are emo­ 
tionally involved in the crisis— 
have long been infuriated by the 
frustrations 
their 
cause 
has 


met. Now, with their leader 
gone and nobody in sight to take 
his place, many are likely to be 
on the point of desperation—the 
sort of desperation that could 
lead to increasing and often un­ 
reasoning violence. 
U. S. Interests In Danger 
If the violence comes, the vast 
U.S. 
interests in 
the Middle 
East will be in danger. So will 
the economy of Europe, much of 
which now depends upon the 
free flow of Arab oil. In Arab 
fury, frequently the first objects 
of 
attack 
are 
the 
pipelines 
.through Arab lands to funnel oil 
to the Mediterranean and Eu­ 
rope. 
But oil is not the only thing at 
stake. Also in the balance is the 
question of dominating influence 
in an enormous strategic cross­ 
roads of the world. At stake too 
can be such things as airline 


routes, rights of passage, com­ 
merce with the East, and all the 
cultural ties the West has with 
the Arab East. 
A serious outbreak of violence 
could even lead to some form of 
American 
intervention in the 
style of Lebanon in 1958, when 
nothing else would seem to suf­ 
fice to restore some semblance 
of calm to the area. Interven­ 
tion of that sort—just barely 
avoided in the Jordanian crisis 
up to now—becomes a specter 
all over again, and along with it 
comes the companion ghost of a 
showdown in the Middle East 
between the two great super­ 
powers. 
Diplomats are likely to plead 
that it is enormously important 
now for the world’s peace of 
mind to have some concerted 
big-power effort toward keeping 
the lid on a dangerous problem. 


No details 
of the 
meeting 
were 
disclosed.

schedule for the remainder of 
his five-nation tour of 
Europe 
was unchanged. 
A spokesman at the U.S. Em­ 
bassy in Belgrade said today 
that Nixon would visit Yugoslav­ 
ia as planned.

Told How To 


Avoid Trouble 


WASHINGTON (API - Presi­ 
dent Nixon has urged college 
administrators to outline to stu­ 
dents J. Edgar Hoover’s views 
on avoiding campus trouble. 
Nixon sent administrators a 
letter in which the FBI director 
listed eight tactics employed by 
campus extremists to lure stu­ 
dents into their activities. 
The President called Hoover’s 
letter “ a cogent and enlighten­ 
ing analysis” of extremist tac­ 
tics and urged college presi­ 
dents to get the message to stu­ 
dents. 
In the letter, Hoover said die 
campus situation may be seri­ 
ous at some institutions but add­ 
ed: “Along with millions of oth­ 
er adults, I’m betting on the 
vast majority of students to re­ 
main fair-minded, tolerant, in­ 
quisitive. but also firm about 
certain basic principles of hu­ 
man dignity, respect for the 
rights of others and a willing­ 
ness to learn." 
Here are the eight extremist 
tactics listed by the FBI direc­ 
tor: 
—“They’ll encourage you to 
lose respect for your parents 
and the older generation. 
—'■'They’ll try to convert you 
to the idea that your college is 
‘irrelevant’ and a ‘tool of the es­ 
tablishment.' 
—“They’ll ask you to abandon 
your basic common sense. 
—“They’ll try to envelop you 
rn a mood of negativism, pessi­ 
mism 
and 
alienation 
toward 
yourself, your school, your na­ 
tion. 
—“They’ll encourage you to 
disrespect the law and hate the 
law enforcement officer. 
—“They’ll tell you that any 
action is honorable and right if 
it’s sincere or idealistic in moti­ 
vation. 
—“They’ll ask you to believe 
that you, as a student and citi­ 
zen, are powerless by democrat­ 
ic means to effect change in our 
society. 
—“They’ll encourage you to 
hurl bricks and stones instead of 
logical argument at those who 
disagree with your views.”

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Schools Open 


The Rapid River public schools opened Mon­ 
day, four weeks late, but at least open. It took 
an extraordinary move by the Board of Educa­ 
tion last Thursday — the announcement that 
school would open Monday with replacement 
teachers, if necessary. And it took an lith hour 
shift in policy by the Rapid River Education 
Association to allow the regular teachers to re­ 
port to their classrooms. 
But the schools are open and children are 
in school. The academic situation is as near nor­ 
mal as possible. And that is the important con­ 
sideration. 
The basic differences between the Board of 
Education and the teachers, are far from re­ 
solved. The teachers said they are returning to 
the classroom “on condition that the Rapid River 
Board of Education commence good faith bar­ 
gaining in order to reach an acceptable bargain­ 
ing agreement.’* And the school board has said 
nothing to indicate it has shifted from the stance 
that brought an “unfair labor practice” charge 
from the teachers. 
But the fact that the teachers made no 
mention of the fact-finders report in their state­ 
ment about “good faith bargaining,” indicates 
that they may be willing to talk about a settle­ 
ment including something less that the fact­ 
finders recommendations which the Board of 
Education already has rejected, if the school 
board also will “give a little” from its position. 
On the surface, except for the fact that the 
teachers and students are in class, there is no 
change. The unfair labor practice charge is still 
alive. But in strikes, if both parties remained 
adament in their positions nothing ever would 
be settled. One side or the other or both must 
yield a little. That’s what it will take at Rapid 
River. 
Hopefully, the wounds of t h e past four 
weeks will heal quickly and the people of the 
community, the school board, the administration 
and the teachers can get back to the task of pro­ 
viding the best education possible for the chil­ 
dren of the district.

By A Tote of 55 to 39, the Senate defeated 
the McGovern-Hatfield amendment which would 
have set a deadline of December 1971 for with­ 
drawing all American forces from Vietnam. The 
Senate subsequently passed the the $19.2 billion 
military procurement authorization bill, as re­ 
quested by the President. 
The Senate also defeated the Hatfield-Gold- 
water proposal calling for an all-volunteer army 
and endorsed the President’s defense policies 
when it voted for deployment of the anti-ballistic 
missile system (ABM) after defeating a series 
of amendments that would have halted or frus­ 
trated further work. 
The effect of this series of votes is that 
President Nixon remains fully in charge of war 
and defense policies. He is relatively unfettered 
in deciding how best to wage war and seek peace. 
The Senate, in acknowledging the Presi­ 
dent’s war powders, has also avoided responsibil­ 
ity for the outcome. Whatever credit or blame 
is to be assigned for conduct of the war in this 
four-year period belongs to President Nixon and 
him alone.

In Auto Gasoline?

Charles F. Kettering — the 
famous “Boss Ret” of General 
Motors — was the man to do 
things. 
He invented the self-starter 
on order. He wasn’t a chemist, 
but when the “knock” from raw 
gasoline 
proved 
incompatible 
with the more sensitive motors 
he combined with another non­ 
chemist, Thomas Midgley, in a 
“try anything” attem pt to come 
up with an additive that would 
keep pistons and cylinders in 
smooth working order. 
By trial and error the Ketter- 
ing-Midgley 
team 
finally hit 
upon tetraethyl lead—and mil­ 
lions of automobiles have gens 
millions of conruoi ia.^e nu.es 
on leaded gasoline since the day 
of its commercial introduction 
some 45 years ago. 
Now lead in gasoline has been 
named as one of the more ne­ 
farious pollutants. As a “toxic 
metal” it doesn’t deteriorate. If 
a chromium- deficient rat swal­ 
lows enough of it, it reduces its 
life span by' 20 per cent, which 
makes one wonder w hat breath­ 
ing it would do to a chromium- 
deficient human being. (Query: 
does anyone know the percen­ 
tage of chromium-deficient men 
and women?)

Nixon 
Administration, 
which is properly alive to the 
pollution issue, now wants to 
put a $4.25 per pound tax on 
lead in gasoline, partly to en­ 
courage experiments on emis- 
sion-control devices that will 
work with non-leaded fuel, and 
partly to raise money to wipe 
out an estimated federal bud­ 
get deficit of $1.3 billion. 
Unfortunately “Boss Ket” is 
no longer around to invent an 
engine that will work without 
doing damage to itself if it uses 
nothing but lead-free gas.

MONROE (AP) — For the 
fourth time in two years, voters 
in ' the Monroe school district 
turned down Monday a bonding 
proposal for construction of a 
$12.9 million high school.

Mines, this actually adds to the 
photo-chemical “smog” of the 
Los Angeles eye-irritating type 
by as much as 25 per cent.

leaded fuel. At least General 
Motors President Edward N. 
Cole has been quoted in a De­ 
troit newspaper as saying that 
unleaded gasoline will ultim ate­ 
ly extend the life of emission- 
con trol systems. 
So, between the theories, you 
pay your money and you take 
your choice. But you should be 
aware that no m atter what you 
do you may still be polluting 
the air. 


Scientists Can Create 
Pretend Or Toy World'

Scientists now can create any 
kind of pretend or toy world 
that they 
want—in order 
to 
learn what is really going on in 
the environment of the real 
world. 
They can jiggle the toy worlds 
around to dig out facts that can 
replace 
some 
guesses 
about 
what is causing pollution or 
trouble in man’s environment. 
And they can study, in ad­ 
vance, whether some proposed 
remedy would actually work, or 
whether it might backfire with 
unexpected upsets in the intri­ 
cate balance of nature. 
Furthermore, the experimen­ 
tal worlds may lead to discov­ 
ery of unsuspected phenomena 
or forces affecting man, plants 
and animals. 
48-Room Facility 
These are some of the prom­ 
ises from a unique new research 
facility, the Biotron at the Uni- 
versty of Wisconsin here. 
It 
contains 48 rooms, ranging from 
closet-sized to a two-story room, 
in which almost any environ­ 
ment can be produced, and kept 
under 
control 
by 
individual 
computers. 
Temperatures can be pres­ 
cribed from arctic cold to desert 
heat. 
A room may be kept 
bright with continuous daylight, 
or black with 24-hour night, or 
any proportion of each. Air may 
be kept mountain-pure or inten­ 
tionally tainted with ingredient* 
of smog or other chemicals. Hu­ 
midity comes at order. A wind 
tunnel 
can 
produce 
slight 
breezes and winds of hurricane 
force. You can prescribe cycles 
of daily or seasonal change for 
growing things. 
Dedicated Recently 
The $4.8-million Biotron Labo­ 
ratory was dedicated recently 
with scientists stressing that an 
essential requirement for solv­ 
ing complex problems of envi­ 
ronment is first to learn what is 
really going on in the interac­ 
tions of man, his land, air, wa­ 
ter, climate, plants and ani­ 
mals. The ability to simulate 
different environment* and to 


set up and alter experimental 
conditions becomes a powerful 
tool. 
Eight years in planning and 
construction, the Biotron was 
paid for by the National Science 
Foundation, the National Insti­ 
tutes of Health, the Ford Foun­ 
dation, and State of Wisconsin. 
It is available for scientists 
from United States and foreign 
universities, government and in­ 
dustry—with a cost of IO cents 
per square foot per day, or 15 
cents if the chosen climate runs 
below freezing. 
Some Work Complete 
Some research began in May 
three years ago, with a smor­ 
gasbord of projects either com­ 
pleted, 
now 
in 
progress, 
or 
scheduled. 
They include the effects of ex­ 
treme heat or extreme cold on 
the growth of cancers in ani­ 
mals: how to keep germs out of 
sausage during the curing proc­ 
ess: the effect of acute cold and 
prolonged exhaustive work on 
humans; 
hormonal control of 
plant growth and development; 
causes of Asian flu; the im­ 
provement of protein content of 
cowpeas; a search for better 
methods 
of 
garbage 
disposal 
and sanitary landfill, and the ef­ 
fects of different levels of DDT 
in the body at different temper­ 
atures. 
Maybe bean plants could be­ 
come a kind of environmental 
canary, warning of some pollu­ 
tion or stress in the environ­ 
ment at a very early stage, 
much like canaries were taken 
into coal mines to detect any 
presence of dangerous gases. 
Plants Illuminated 
This is a project of Dr. Theo­ 
dore W. Tibbitts, University of 
W i s c o n s i n 
hortlculturalist, 
who’s growing bean plants now 
under 24-hour illumination. 
Ordinarily bean plants follow 
a 24-hour cycle of dropping their 
leaves to “ sleep” and raising 
them again when the plants 
“ awake.” Under constant light­ 
ing, they follow a 27-hour cycle,

plants resemble birds in flight 
with flapping wings. 
He is trying to establish ex­ 
actly what bean plants ordinari­ 
ly do, on the premise that varia­ 
tions in their behavior could 
supply clues to environmental 
stresses.

Meet Topic 


CHICAGO (AP) — Efforts to 
preserve the environmental con­ 
dition of Lake Michigan must 
take into account toe potential 
impact on power supply in the 
area, an adviser to toe Federal 
Power Commission says. 
Environmental adviser Fred­ 
erick H. Warren spoke Monday 
about new standards being con­ 
sidered for Lake Michigan the 
Department of Interior, He ad­ 
dressed the opening of a five-day 
workshop on lake pollution. The 
workshop is being conducted by 
the Lake Michigan Enforcement 
Conference. 
Warren said electric power is 
of such importance to the health 
and well-being of Chicago citi- 
zems and their economic situa­ 
tion that it would be “ unaccept­ 
able” to stop scheduled power 
projects unless they seriously 
jeopardize human health or ma­ 
jor ecological systems. 
Donald H. Brandt, air and 
water quality control director 
for Consumers Power Co. 
ct 
Jackson, Mich., told th* confer­ 
ence that the federal govern­ 
ment was making it difficult for 
power companies to plan ahead 
to meet expected power increas­ 
es. 
Proposed federal standards on 
thermal pollution would permit 
the discharge from power plants 
of water no more than one de­ 
gree warmer than the natural 
water temperature. Illinois, cur­ 
rent thermal pollution standard 
permits toe discharge of water 
up to five degrees warmer than 
the natural water temperature. 
“We could design our plants 
to meet reasonable standards,” 
Brandt said, 
“but toe plants 
nearing completion today were 
on the drawing board* as long 
as seven years ago.”

Nasser’s most devastating de­ 
feat cam* in 1967, when Israel’s 
air force and shock troops shat­ 
tered the Egyptian army in a 
six-day war that left the Israelis 
stationed along the Suez. 
He resigned “completely and 
forever,” but agreed to return 
to power when thousands at hys­ 
terical Egyptians poured into 
the street shouting his name. 
He 
grew 
noticeably 
more 
stooped, however, and his smile 
lost some of its dazzle. 
He 
played less tennis but continued 
his dally walks. 
Tn 1968 he went to the Soviet 
Union for medical treatment. 
He returned to Moscow last 
June and he spent 19 days of 
June and July there discussing 
Middle East affairs with Soviet 
leaders. 
Conferences F a l 
Naewr’e drive for Arab unity 
had to carry with it the burden 
cf his military ambitions.

toum meeting in 1967 and the 
1969 conference in Rabat, Mo­ 
rocco. 
There were plots against him 
and one of his closest friends,

Amar, and 50 officers were ar­ 
rested in 1967 for planning his 
downfall. Cairo announced after 
the arrests that Amer commit­ 
ted auicide by poison. 
Nasser was born Jan. 15. 1918, 
In a village in upper Egypt, the 
son of a postal clerk. He went to 
Cairo for schooling and at 17 
was active in the revolt against 
the British who ruled the Suez 
A nal.

Railroads Eye 
Fifth Freight 


Hike In I Years 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Tile 
nation’s 
railroads, 
claiming 
they are caught between labor 
unions on one side and bankers 
on the other, are asking for a 
fifth hike in freight rates in four 
years. 
Contending that inflation and 
increased 
labor 
costs 
have 
wiped out all gains from pre­ 
vious increases, railroads in the 
eastern 
and 
western 
United 
States are seeking a 15 per cent 
rate boost. 
Southern railroads are asking 
for 6 per cent across-the-board 
hike until next Feb. 28, plus a 
permanent 15 per cent increase 
in coal-hauling charges. 
The 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission, which scheduled a 
hearing today, is studying all 
freight rates. But unless the 
study brings out evidence pre­ 
viously unavailable to the ICC, 
history indicates the hikes will 
be allowed. 
In the last several decades, 
ICC officials admit, the commis­ 
sion has never turned the rail­ 
roads down cold, and in most 
cases has given them every­ 
thing they asked for. 
The 
financial 
collapse 
last 
summer of the nation’s largest 
railroad, 
the 
Penn 
Central, 
lends an urgency to the rail­ 
roads’ plea. And the labor diffi­ 
culties the carriers have experi­ 
enced in the last year have 
evoked a sympathetic response 
from ICC Chairman George M. 
Stafford. 
In an interview last August, 
Stafford said rising labor costs 
are a major financial problem 
facing the railroads. 
The railroads also have felt 
the pinch of tight money — a 
problem faced by much of in­ 
dustry but especially critical for 
the capital-intensive railroads. 
Shippers, on the other hand, 
contend the rail freight rate in­ 
creases are the result of poor 
management. 
Some members of Congress 
contend the ICC has allowed the 
railroads to raise rates without 
demanding 
improvements 
in 
service. 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike Mansfield of Montana be­ 
came so incensed at the last 
freight rate hike, approved only 
last summer, he called for abol­ 
ishing the ICC and farming out 
its duties to the Department of 
Transportation.

The Defense Department and 
Selective Service headquarters 
in Washington relayed the deci­ 
sion to Rep. Gary Brown, R- 
Mich., who had placed Carrier’s 
case before them. 
High Draft Number 
Carrier, who with his 19-vear- 
old twin brother Mike drew 
draft number 246 in the recent 
national draft lottery contended 
he had been called to active du­ 
ty out of numerical sequence. 
“We are a patriotic family and 
one of our sons served in Viet­ 
nam and another in G erm an y, 
so we have pride in our coun­ 
try, but in Steve’s case right is 
right and his number should not 
have been called.” said his moth­ 
er, Mrs. Edna Carrier. 
Inducted July 15 
Steve, a recent high school 
graduate, was introduced July 15 
in Detroit and was sent to Ft. 
Knox, Ky., for basic training. 
It was at that point that his 
twin Mike returned from a Cali­ 
fornia vacation and learned that 
Steve was in the Army. Mike 
went to the draft board to in­ 
quire about his own status and 
reportedly was told that the 
board had not gone past 150 in 
its priority of draft call num­ 
bers. 
“When they told me about the 
150 number bit, I asked how 
come my brother had been draft­ 
ed since his number was 246— 
the same as mine—and nobody 
could answer it,” said Mike. 
Brother Convinced 
The two brothers became con­ 
vinced that Steve’s induction was 
erroneous and illegal and they 
carried their cause to the local 
draft 
board, State 
Selective 
Service officials, Rep. Brown a 
Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich. 
Steve got legal advice, includ­ 
ing a letter from Rep. Brown, 
that one of his first acts should 
be to file a request for dis­ 
charge 
from 
the Army 
on 
grounds of illegal induction. 
“Some of the corporals and 
sergeants made fun of me and 
told me I had only a one in a 
million chance of getting out,” 
kadd Steve. “But I knew I had 
some good friends working for 
me and I was convinced my 
cause was right.” 
Steve Released 
Steve finally got the word he 
wanted Monday when a Defense 
Department congressional liai­ 
son aide notified Rep. Brown 
that after a thorough study of 


the case, it had been decided 
the youth should be released 
from military service. 
“Steve had finished his basic 
training and was due to report 
at Ft. Benning, Ga., on Oct. 4

LANSING (AP)— A member 
of a task force studying eco­ 
nomic effects of the governor’s 
fishing ban says a “selective 
lifting” of the ban should be 
considered. 

David Serotkin, R-Mount 
Clemens, said Monday some 
kinds of fish apparently are 
less susceptible to mercury pol­ 
lution than others. 
“I believe we should consider 
a selective lifting of the ban in 
such cases, rather than continu­ 
ing the blanket ban until all 
fish are safe for consumption,” 
he said. 
Serotkin M id that under such 
a system, the ban would be lift­ 
ed on a *pecies-by-species bas­ 
is, as tests show which types of 
fish are safe for human con­ 
sumption. 
Serotkin is a member of a 
task force appointed by the gov­ 
ernor to study ways of compen­ 
sating persons who have suf­ 
fered hardships from the fishing 
ban in Detroit-area waters. 
Fish may be caught, but not 
kept, under an order issued by 
Milliken several months ago af­ 
ter high levels of mercury were 
found in fish.

GOR Learns 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government’s forecasting eco­ 
nomic indicators turned down­ 
ward today after two months of 
increases, providing the Nixon 
administration with a mild dose 
of unpleasant news. 
The Commerce Department 
said its index of “leading indica­ 
tors,” which measure statistics 
likely to affect the economy in 
coming months, dropped three- 
tenths of one per cent during 
August. 
It rose substantially in July 
and slightly in June. 
The department’s chief econo­ 
mist, Asst. Secretary Harold C. 
Passer, said the small decline 
“does not negate the basic pat­ 
tern of upswing in the leading 
indicators that has developed 
over the last several months.” 
It still gives “strong evidence j 
that a general upward move­ 
ment in thp economy is under­ 
way,” he said, because the in-; 
dex is above the low point it j 
reached during the economic 
slowdown induced by the admin-1 
istration’s 
anti-inflation 
pro­ 
gram. 
Passer noted that six cf the 
eight indicators available so far 
declined during August, while 
only stock prices and housing 
permits improved. But he said 
all except raw materials prices 
have increased since the low 
point reached in May. 
The index for August was 
115.4 per cent of the 1967 aver­ 
age used as a base. In July, the 
figure was 115.8, up 1.6 per cent 
from its Juno level of 114.0.

NEW YORK (AP) — The evi­ 
dence may be seen in many 
towns 
and 
cities 
throughout 
America: overcrowded, schools, 
potholed roads, poor water sup­ 
plies and otherwise inadequate 
municipal facilities. 
State and local governments 
have had a hard time of it in the 
financial markets during 1969 
and most of 1970. Borrowing 
costs were up, money was tight. 
And though the situation has 
eased lately, tile physical evi­ 
dence remains. 
Chronic Situation? 
Moreover, a good many finan­ 
cial analysts speculate that the 
situation may become chronic 
and suggest that new methods 
of borrowing must be devised 
for 
nonfederal 
governments, 
perhaps even involving subsi­ 
dies of some sort. 
This is the situation that has 
produced a somewhat shabby 
appearance in more than a few 
cities and towns today: 
Inflation during the late 1960s 
grew so dangerously that the 
federal government was forced 
into action. Stringent monetary 
policies were put into practice 
in order to stifle demand that 
was overstraining the economy. 
Pressure Noted 
This meant upward pressure 
on borrowing costs, and that 
meant that 
cities 
and towns 
were forced to pay steadily in­ 
creasing yields in order to in­ 
duce buyers to purchase their 
bonds. 
As the prices rose, shocked 
controllers faced their highest 
borrowing costs in history. And 
finally, as bond buyers contin­ 
ued to demand higher induce­ 
ments, one town after another 
was forced to delay or postpone 
projects. 
Other sections 
of the bond 
market apparatus were being 
hurt also. The prafits of under­ 
writers were being shaved thin, 
and some of them began losing. 
It was difficult to sell bonds 
when money rates were higher 
elsewhere. 
One of the main attractions of 
municipal 
bonds, 
the 
tax-ex- 
emption feature, also came un­ 
der attack, and the House Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee 
a n ­ 
nounced it would re-examine the 
traditional policy. Buyers were 
frightened. 
Investors Shy Away 
Investors in tax-exempt mu­ 
nicipal bonds now must balance 
the rewards of tax-exemption 


against 
the 
possibility 
that 
sometime during the life of pur­ 
chases the tax policy might in­ 
deed be changed. 
The total effect of this was 
devastating 
to 
the 
plans 
of 
many cities. With a federal tight 
money policy in effect, and with 
some investors frightened away 
by* the question of tax-exemp- 
tion, there just wasn’t enough 
money available for the most 
necessary projects in some of 
the most financially sound mu­ 
nicipalities. 
Question Remains 
The 
question 
now 
being 
argued in financial circles is 
whether the structure will ever 
be 
able to accommodate the 
borrowing needs of local and 
state governments. 


What will 
the remedy 
be? 
Some proposals call for federal 
subsidies to investors. And some 
suggestions call for subsidies to 
lenders, so as to permit them to 
offer more attractive yields. 
The more optimistic seers still 
maintain that the market will 
straighten itself out and that the 
financing needs of governments 
will be handled without chronic 
problems—if 
inflation 
is 
con­ 
tained. 
It’s a very big “if.”

Legal Opinions 


Divided Over 


Gaming Laws 


WASHINGTON (AP> — In an 
attack on federal tax, laws, the 
Supreme Court has been asked 
to extend the Fifth Amend­ 
ment’s guarantee against self­ 
incrimination from gamblers to 
moonshiners. 
It’s an old argument but, 
judging from a decision in a 
lower federal court, legal opin­ 
ion is now divided. 
At stake are federal income 
tax laws requiring the posting of 
a sign at a lawful distillery, fur­ 
nishing of bond, registration in­ 
formation, and purchase of tax 
stamps for whisky. 
In 1968, the Supreme Court 
said the federal law requiring 
gamblers to buy stamps in ef­ 
fect violated the constitutional 
protection against seif-incrimi- 
nation. 
Invoking the Fifth Amend­ 
ment is an absolute defense in 
cases 
where 
the 
gambling 
stamp provision was used to 
identify 
gamblers, 
the 
high 
court ruled. 
The new but similar attack on 
alcoholic beverage 
laws 
was 
brought by Walter Grooms and 
Cleona Hooper, both convicted 
in Detroit in connection with 
manufacture of illicit whisky. 
Their argument: 
Had they 
obeyed the federal laws, they 
would have been forced to in­ 
criminate themselves. 
In the past, convicted moon­ 
shiners have had little success 
in courts with their plea. 
The U. S. Court of Appeals at 
Cincinnati rejected the incrimi­ 
nation claim, saying the alcohol­ 
ic beverage laws are essentially 
noncriminal revenue measures. 
The whiskey laws aren’t expo­ 
sure statutes, the court went on, 
while the gambling stamp law 
was. The only list involved in 
the alcohol laws are those of le­ 
gal distillers, it said. 
But, as an indication of the di­ 
vision of opinion, three of the 
nine judges on the appellate 
•ourt dissented. 
They argued that the high 
court’s ruling in the gambling 
stamp case had set a new prece­ 
dent that should bn eon trolling.

New Corn Seed 
Developed Said 
High In Nutrition 
SAO PAULO, Brazil (AP) — 
A Brazilian seed-growing com 
pany, with backing from the 
Rockefellers, has developed a 
new corn that may help to com­ 
bat malnutrition in underdevel­ 
oped countries. 
The firm, Semente Agroceres, 
started out 25 years ago on a 
stoall farm in the Brazilian inte­ 
rior and has become a major 
producer of seed corn. In 1947 it 
formed a partnership with the 
International 
Basic 
Economy 
Corp., set up by the Rockefeller 
B. yiprs to help private busi­ 
ness houses in developing na­ 
tions. 
The high-protein content of a 
new type of corn was discovered 
at Purdue University in 1963.

This year Agroceres sold Its 
first harvest to 600 selected Bra­ 
zilian farmers in hopes that the 
yield will produce fatter hogs, 
thus increasing the meat output 
and aiding the fight against the 
country’s protein Portage.

LANSING (AP) — Michigan 
needs laws to regulate vacation- 
propcrty developments in the 
state, says Atty. Gen. Frank 
Kelley. 
“While we have strict laws 
protecting Michigan citizens who 
purchase 
vacation 
sites 
in 
large developments outside of 
fills state,” Kelley said Friday, 
“we have no such protection for 
ow citizens who buy vacation 
property in developments within 
Michigan.” 
Kelley said those who want to 
sell out-of-state vacation sites 
to Michigan residents must reg­ 
ister with the state, file financial 
statements 
and 
comply 
with 
other regulations. However, he 
said, this is not required on de­ 
velopments within Michigan. 
Kelley said that many de­ 
velopers in Michigan axe operat­ 
ing legitimately, “but there are 
enough who are not to warrant 
very close inspect)cm by any 
prospective purchaser and con­ 
sultation with legal and finan­ 
cial advisors.” 
He said most of the com­ 
plaints received by his office in­ 
volve failure of developers to 
provide promised improvements 
such 
as sewers, paving and 
grading. 
The attorney general added: 
“Some of the developers are 
working on a tight margin, pur­ 
chasing a large tract of land by 
land contract with the expecta­ 
tion they will pay off the con­ 
tract by money payments re­ 
ceived from persons seeking to 
buy lots in their development. 
Often, however, the people, who 
think they are buying lots, are 
actually only getting an option 
to buy if and when the land de­ 
velopment is platted. In

The Air Line Pilots Associa­ 
tion TALPA) emphasized this in 
a statement filed Friday with 
the Federal Aviation Adminis­ 
tration in support of the bullet- 
proof-cockpit requirement pro­ 
posed by the FAA.

guards have been placed on air 
carrier aircraft, the possibility 
of gunfire in the cabin has in­ 
creased, and it is likely that bul­ 
lets from the cabin may acci­ 
dentally enter the flight deck,” 
ALPA said. 
Secretary 
of Transportation 
John A. Volpe said Friday fed- 
shoot if other measures fail to 
halt a hijacking.

NEW YORK <AP) — The Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board’s increasing 
of the money supply 
will not 
have the effect of setting off an- J 
other inflationary boom as trad­ 
itionalist economists fear, a re­ 
cent market letter theorizes. 
“ Our view, much strength­ 
ened by the recent announce­ 
ment that industrial activity de­ 
clined slightly in August, is that 
monetary stimulation during the 
next few months should produce 
little or no inflationary effect on 
the economy and would serve 
rather to cushion a decline in 
business activity than to stimu­ 
late a new rise,” writes Bradbu­ 
ry K. Thurlow, in the weekly 
letter of Hoppin, Watson & & 
Co. 
“The reason is,” he goes on, 
“ that the governments ‘game 
plan’ has reduced bank and 
credit liquidity so severely that 
the first order of business now 
is to bring it back to a minimum 
tolerable level.” 
The strike 
against General 
Motors, blamed for some of the 
m arket’s weakness, may actual­ 
ly help the overall economic sit­ 
uation by cutting down on de­ 
mands for credit. 
“ Ancient wisdom hath it that 
a m ajor strike tends to acceler­ 
ate a recession already in proc­ 
ess. but modern wisdom is so 
confused by statistics that we 
don’t know whether or not we 
are actually in such a recession. 
At least one m ay be confident 
that a steep cut in auto produc­ 
tion coming now will help cur­ 
tail demand for credit.
